Government and Guilds. 


Tho only useful comment that 
we can at this stage make 
on the correspondence between 
the Government ‘and the Guilds 
in regard to the piracy prevention 
question is to express the hope 
that in dealing further with the 
matter there will be much closer 
co-operation than is. disclosed by 
the letters which we- published 
yesterday. It is, touur way of 
thinking. axrtremely regrettable 
that in.a matter af this import- 
ance, where the anxiety to prevent 
piracy and to save lives is com- 
toon to both parties, there should 
bo no spparent willingness on the 
part of the Government to enter 
into the closest possible relation- 
ship with the Guilds. We 
do not know whether 
outspoken character of some of 
the latters’ communications, 
which are admiztedly ’-rathor 
strong in tone, has. anything to 
do with the disinclination of the 
authorities to come. into direct 
contact with the two organis- 
ations representing the meh most 
affected. We hope not. Be the 
reason what it may. the fatt 
remains that the Guilds have 
impressed on the Government 
their utmost willingness to assist 
in any measures for‘the extinc- 
tion of piracy. and that the 
Government has shown no defire 
to take them into consultation. 
After all, it is obviously in the 
men's own interests that the very 
bestand mosteffective measuresbe 
taken: and that fact of itself is 
a suffieient reason for a round- 
table discussion in which all the 
parties can join. We therefore 
‘trast that calm consideration of 
the whole problem, and of future 
possibilities, will lead the 
authorities to perceive the wis- 
dom of the course which we now 
advocate. 


Sun’s Latest Move. 


It is evident to the most 
casual of observers that Dr. Sun 
Sun Yat-sen is finding it none 
too easy to maintain his position 
in Canton. He is in the un- 
fortunate position of having 
to rely on a very mized body of 
troops--men from many pro- 
vinces, the'commanders of whom 
often find it difficult to see eye 
toeye on matters, especially on 
‘the distribution and control of 
monetary advantages. The latest 
report to hand is that a further 
element js to be introduced as tha 
result of recruiting -which bas 
taken place in Shanghai’on Dr. 


Sun‘s behalf. What the effect of} 


the arrival of these new troops 
will be is os yat uncertain, but 
we cannot think that their advent 
will contribute towards harmony 
or concord. It ig a thousand 
pities that Canton should still’ be 
the bone’ of contention that,it is 
to'so many divergent military 
cliques.

FOOCHOW UNREST. 


RICE AT. FAMINE: PRICES. 
(Our Oun Cortespondent.) 


Foochow, Mareh 8. 

For several week past, General 
Sun Chuan-fan has been dispatch- 
ing his soldiera up river to Yen 
Ping and Kien Ning, as it was 
reported that there was likely to 
be trouble with the Governor of 
Chekiang: ‘Numbers of boats 
have been commandeered for the 
transportation of, these soldiers, 
and there is no other traffic on the 
-Genéral Sun himself left 
Foochow ,with his staff on Feb- 
rpary ith, and proceeded up 
river, leaving Foochow with vary 
few soldiors, 

Yesterdsy everyone was ‘sure 
prised to hear that General Wang 
Yung-chuan had suddenly left 
the, city, .

It seems that since 
the Philippines passed under 
American tole the- women alk 
insist upon wearing silk stokings, 
and have their way too. One 
of the delegates told me, proud!y, 
that he pays 10 dol. per pair for 
his wife's stockings. Another 
said he bad just sent seven pairs 
home atacost of 3Qdol. This is 
what America has done for the 
archipelago. The last generation 
of natives, before America went 
to war with Spain, scarcely knew 
any kind of stockings. 
FREEDOM NOT RESPONSIBILITY. 
Being now able to provide their 
wives with such luxuries the 
Filipinos want the right to spend 
all Goverment moneys in their 
own way. They desire to do 
everything else they like fiscally 
by having abolished the post 
of American Governor. I asked 
them whether that would. not 
mean increased taxes for defence 
and diplomatic corps. But, here, 
they backed away from the idea 
of too- much freedom. One said 
Siam was free and was let alone 
by other nations without having 
te spend much money; but the 
others would not have this argu- 
ment. They did not want to 
be Sijiamese.. They wanted 
America to agree to “defend 
the archipelago,- and also to 
lend a helping. band in other 
ways if necessary. If you have 
too much freedom you must 
spend too much to preserve it; 
and then there may not be any’ 
money for silk stockings. So 
enough is all that the delegate 
from Manila are after.” Tho 
American Government is ‘giving 
close attention to the predica- 
ments of both groups of petitio- 
ners. The Filipinos have been 
promised their . independence 
when they prove themselves 
capable of freedom. But that is 
tather tantalising. ” The Filipines 
say it is . making” others the 
judges of what the Filipinos con-, 
sider freedom. to. mgan. * The 
Filipinos want freedom first -be- 
fore. being. comipelled to, show 
‘what they can de with it.“ They 
are level-headed, despite their 
youth, and are’ undoubtedly on 
Jthe right track.

There ara fagr hobbies that tend 
to make one 30 healthy and philo- 
sophig as that of prehistoric 
archaeology. -.To prosecute it 
with any hopa of Success it is 
necesssty to go out into the opan, 
to visit-certain ficlds where the 


plough has, turned up’ relics . 


of antiquity, ‘or ta jourmey 
to .gravel and other pits 
where the more ancient remains 
of man are, with good fortune, 
to be ‘found. The disappoint. 
ments awaiting those who follow 
the spoor of our remote ancestors 
are many, but these, and the 
glimpses they get into the great 
history of the human race, make 
prehistorians philosophic—that 
is, if they are of the true and 
unadulterated order. In search- 
ing tor fiint amplements: in 
ancient beds of gravel or clay itis 
necessary either to conduct dig- 
gings in these deposits—a very 
laborious and costly operation - 
or to visit commercial ex- 
cavations, such as bricktelds 
and ballast-pits,. which are 
nothing less than godsends to 
the archeologist. The larger 


the excavation, and the greater |” 
‘Ithe extent of strata’ exposed, the 


better chance there is of finding 
specimens; but even the largest 
artificial pits scem sometimes 
too small for the ardent pre- 
historian, and he longs for 
illimitable sections, where, per- 
chance, the Eldorado of which 
he dreams awaits him. 

The Cromer coast of Norfolk 
affordsthd nearestapproach'to this 


- lideal condition of affairs. There. 


between Happisburgh and Wey- 
bourne. exist about 40 miles of 
implement-bearing cliffs, which 
Nature appears to have made for 
the delectation of the archaeo- 
logist. And in places along the 
coast these are to be seen at low 
water, large exposures of ancient 
forest bed, where massive flint 
implements and the fossil bones 
and teeth of gigantic elepHants 
and other beasts are to be found, 
The Cromer coast is not at 
its best. fur archaeological pur- 
poses, in the summer. The pre- 
historian must wait for the winter 
and a succession of north wester- 
ly gales and high tides. If. the 
wind holds true and strong, and if 
our archaeologist be of a robust 
constitution and not afraid of cold 
and rough weather, he will in al} 
probability, see, when the, gale 
subsides, a sight not easily tp be 
forgotten. : - 

WHERE THE RHINE FLOWED. 

It is at such times as these, 
when the sand and shingle at the 
fout of the cliff- are swept away. 
that ‘it ix possible to 
the lowermost deposits 
the Cromer Forest Bed, 
down by an ancient northerly 
extension of the present, Rhine, 
which flowed through a ‘wide, 
shallow valley mow submer 
beneath the North Sea. In these 
ceposits are to be found maay 
roots and other portions ‘of trees. 
the bones of variuus kind~ of 
animals, and’ the great flint 
choppers. scrapers. and handaxes 
made by the peonle who, in those 
far distant days, hunted, and 
loved, and-died in a land overflow- 
ing with game, and enjoying a 
warm and cquable climate. When 
a biz scour of the beach takes 
‘place, the archwologist’s bag may 
indeed be heavy. and the. writer 
remembers one memorable occa- 
sion when no fewer: than 230 
humanly flaked flints—compris- 
ing chiefly flakes defached in the 
manufacture of implements— 
were recovered in the course of 
one winter morning. Above the 
forest bed, and forming the high 
cliffs of the Norfolk coast, arg.to 
be seen great masses of ylecial 
clays, sands, and. gravels laid 
‘down by'a vast ice-sheet which 
advanced from Scandinavia over 
the land now occupied by the No- 
rth Sea.

Seamen’s-Union Want 
Offenders Punished.

The Hongkong, Canton and 
Swatow Seamen's Union, accord- 
ing to the Eastern Times, have 
forwarded the following telegram 
to Mr Hsu Yuan, the Com- 
missioner for Foreign Affairs: ~ 
“Ho Ching-yung and others 
joined the ss.

Hongkong on January 4. The} 


ship left fof Shanghai, and at 8 if 


p.m on January 19, while the 
crew wera ot work.on the vessel, 
which was ‘anchored in the 
‘Whangpod River, which is in 
your jurisdiction, the Captain, 
a man named Fuh Ming, 
suddenly dismissed the crew 
and ordered them to leave the 
ship. The men demanded an ex- 
planation, but none was given. 
Both the foreign and Chinese 
offcers then used force in an 
attempt to drive the crew away, 
some of the former opening fire 
on them, killing Ho Ching-young, 
severely wounding three ‘and 
slightly wounding others. These 
severely wounded are now in a 
critical condition. -

without notice and the killing of 
the sesman are acts infringing 
our sovereign rights, and you are 
requested .to - open strong 
negotiations with the Consular
